AN INVESTIGATION.

Tuesday morning, the last school 
day of the year, dawned brightly and 
ended in a shower that cooled the at- 
mosphere just as the commencement 
exercises were finished.

The diplomas were present- 
ed by lien. I. M. Kirby, president of 
the Board of Trustees, xvho made a 
brief address. He spoke of the ample 
provision made for th* education of 
the deaf children of Ohio and of the 
excellent results of the xvork of the 
Institution. After the exercises in 
the chapel, the audience adjourned to 
the lawn in front of the Institution, 
when, the ceremony of planting the 
class ivy was gone through. Miss 
lana Miller delivered the he- 
address, after which eachof the young 
ladies of the class xvas presented with 
a basket of flowers by some of the 
youngest pupils selected for the occa 
sion, and after a benediction by Rev. 

Mr. Bowman, of Freemont, the audi- 
ence dispersed. Just as Miss Miller 
finished her address, the first drops of 
ihe impending storm began to fall, 
consequently the balance of the exer- 
w» -re somewhat hurried, and 
they were finished just in time to es- 
cape a wetting.

The examination 
continued until late Tuesday night 
and all Wednesday morning, and at 
the conclusion, the Hoard passed the 
following resolution:

The consult at ion xvith the teachers 
was intended to be confidential, and 
considered by the Board. 
« >f course, among twenty-five teaeh- 
v ariel y of opinions was express- 
ed, and the next day, the city press 
• nicd out with nucIi expressions 
as " Pratt Vindicated," etc., vindicat- 
ed from what ? And those teachers, 
Who ventured to point out in accord- 
ance xvith the desire of the Trustees, 
ed in the above notice, 
" wherein the usefulness of the Insti- 
tution" might be promoted, were 
branded as " sneaks" and " mischief- 
makers," and held up to ridicule. It 
that the person who 
gave out the secrets of the Hoard and 
inspired these expressions is no gentle- 
man and a coward.
